Bricks with a close cut-off face were produced by us in i()oS. but. the face- 
being dead flat, did not commend it-^elf to the artistic ta^t<■ of the .Architectural pro- 
fession, and consequently this class of facing made very little headway. Encouraged, 
however, by many of our Architect friends that there was an opening for facing 
bricks of this type if an imt)ro\'ed artistic effect could be obtained, we endeavoured 
to produce something of the character required, which we then named "Ra?^^," 
and ultimately perfected a process of production, protected by the above Patent, 
and exhibited work set up with this improved face at the London Building Trades 
Exhibition in May, 19x1. The exhibit attracted examination and enquiry from 
verv large numbers of the Architectural profession, and others — bttth ladies and 
gentlcmen^nterested in Artistic Buildings, from many parts of the United 
Kin-^dom, and other countries, and the commendation then received, and our 
introductions in other ways, have resulted in their adoption to such an extent 
in so short a period of time as^we believe — has never been done by any brick 
previously produced ; they have been adapted by Architects to so many varieties 
of designs and effects, that this Catalogue is being mainly produced to -.how that 
this class of facing can be produced in almost all. if not all, shapes that may be 
required. We have not set out in this Catalogue all the varieties of shape and 



design we have been called upon to produce, but, we trust, sufficient to show 
that Architects need ha\-e no hesitation in enquiry for any design of work they 
may have in their minds to produce.

We would call attention to Pages illustrating some of the adaptabilities 
of Rus«» Bricks in various forms of decorative work. 

Tt win be noticed on pages 35 and 36 that we are producing a brick 
decoration absolutely new in its method of production, and the truest form of 
work in bricks ever attempted ; this is bringing out a new handicraft in brick- 
making (as the ruslir bricks are making opportunity for improving the handicraft 
of brick setting). '• 

We would also direct attention to pages 37 and 38, where illustrations 
are given of our latest introduction, which wc describe as "Rus" Walling ; it is 
adaptation in l:)rickwork never before attempted ; it was first shown at the 
Building Trades Exhibition at Rusholme, Manchester, in 1912, and attracted 
the attention of many Architects. It was used for the first time in the 
building of St. Barnabas Church, Liverpool— and by reason of its own peculiar 
attractiveness, which is different to any other building material or method,, it has 
been used for several Churches and other like buildings as a consequence of the 
favourable impression formed by all who have seen it. 



There are a peculiar range of colour tones in our Rus1» Bricks and Rus 
Walling natural to the materials from which they are produced, and well brought 
out in their light and shade effects by the method of their manufacture ; and 
we commend these features to those who ha\'e attempted imitation in the past, 
or may have it in miud. The essential effects of RustB work can only be 
produced with the proper materials, and correct method of manufacture ; we have 
the former in its natural state, and we IvdVQ at some considerable expense 
produced and protected the latter. 

We would point out that these Bricks are made from a mixture of very 
hard natural materials, producing a durable, practically non-absorbent brick, 
and are absolutely free from lime. Wc would especially point out that the wavy 
serrations on the face are slightly angular in section and projection, each line of 
projection forming a weather throating to thro^v off rain ; and as there are so 
many lines projecting on each brick^ weather percolation is impossible, when the 
bncks are set the right way up, i.e., serrations slanting downwards. Ah Specials 
have the faces cut to set with the advantage of this weathering property. If, 
however, the bricks are set wrong way up — as ma}- be required for some classes 
of work — we have no hesitation in guaranteeing their durability. 

All these new features of brickwork, "Rus" walling, carved work, and 
roofing tiles have made it necessary to train a class of expert workmen, as the 
new features have created a new haudicraft. 

The effect of the work done with these bricks is very pleasant indeed ; 
all the colours of the rainbow are so well blended that no one is easily distinguished 
except in a very strong sunhght, when all may be traced out by very close 
observation ; they have no glare, hard metallic appearance, or glaze. 



They give the appearance of well preserved age directly they are set up. 

We ax'c also producing Roofing Tiles, Ridges and Hips by a new method, 
which makes the possibility of vegetating very easy on a rough hard surface ; 
the method of production is absolutely new, as the Tiles are cut — ^not moulded 
— and they are consequently (if great density and strength.

With Rus* and Sand I'aced Bricks, the careful selection of the correct 
thickness and type i)f joint cannot be overestimated : it bus been our painful 
experience to see some of the work absolutely ruined tlirough lack of attention 

to this detail. We ha\-e iio hesitation in saying that joints less than -^" in thickness 
should never be used.

to wear is not inferior to anvtliing else used ; in fact, where set on a concrete bed, 
the>' are bearing the use of carts loaded up to as much as a couple of tons, without 
any break or apparent grind. 

They do not affect the eyes in the brightest sunshine, and, from their 
shape, can be set in many varieties of patterns.
